Pitteburg, Pa., Aug. 27.—[ Special. ~Ce- 
dai, an untamed African lion, escaped from 
‘his cage at Luna park this afternoon, and 
before it was slain fatally injured Mrs. Anna 
Hucke, aged 64 years, and threw a great 
crowd of women and children into terror. 

Four policemen fired fifty shots at the ani- 
mal before it was killed, and in the fifteen 
minutes. between its escape and ite death 
there was a panic in the park. 

The lion belonged to an animal show that 
came to the park this week. According to 
the agers it had been in captivity only a 
‘eh time and was savage. Attempts at 
taming had been made, but they had been 
abandoned and the lion was used as a free 
attraction in front of the show. 

The animal show is next to the music 
pavilion, and almost every one in the park 
was listening to a band concert. It was 8:80 
o’clock and the lecturer was telling of the 
untamed lion when the animal threw his 
weight against the iron bars and they gave 
way. 

Jungle Beast Leaps Into Crowd. 

As soon as he found himself free the lon 
sprang toward the crowd. Mrs. Hucke was 
at the front and the beast alighted beside her; 
brushing against her with sufficient force to 
throw her to the ground. Then with one 
blow of its paw he crushed every rib in the 
woman's left side. Before any one could in- 
terfere the beast sank its teeth into her hip, 
t K away a piece of flesh. 

rk Policeman W. A. Downey was the 
first man tothe rescue. He fired a shot at the 
lion, hitting it in the side. Leaving the un- 
conscious woman, the lion turned to Downey, 
who fired another shot into him, beating off 
his attack at the | same time with his club, 


Policeman Stops His Flight. 

The ifon then turned from the officer and 
made a clear path for himself through the 
crowd He passed the music pavilion_and 
started for the entrance of the park. Police- 
man George Sheridan had heard the shots 
and came running into thé park just in time 
to meet the lion as he was about to ascend a 
long flight of stairs that forms the entrance.

Mrs. Hucke was hurried to the Emergency 
hospital in the park and an ambulance sum- 
moned from the Homeopathic hospital. It 
was found that every rib on one side had 
been broken and that one rilé had punctured 
the lung. There is also a deep wound in her 
hip, the muscles being torn away. In ad- 
dition to this injury her right arm was 
broken by the blows. It is not belleved she 
can live. 

The skin of the animal will be stuffed. He 
was a large specimen and the owners valued 
him at $1,000. 


BURNS $2,500, DISCARDS GEMS,

| Secretary, Cool in Smashup. in 
Missouri, Comforts Frightened 


SHAKEN UP, BUT UNSCARED. 


Derailment Is Harmless Because Speed 
Had Been Reduced. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 27.—[Special.J— 
Secretary of War Taft was one of the vic- 
tims and later the hero of a harmiess train 
wreck on the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad near Spring Hill, Kas., late this 
afternoon. 

A bad shaking up was the worst any of the 
passengers, including, the secretary, suf- 
fered, but all were thoroughly scared. Sec- 
retary Taft, who proved one of the coolest 
persons on the train, was on his feet reas- 
suring and assisting frightened and upset 
passengers before most of them were aware 
what had happened to the train. 

Secretary Taft, with United States Senator 
Warner and a party of distinguished Mis- 
sourians, boarded the train at Springfield, 
Mo., for Kansas City. Nearing the depot 
at Spring Hill, shortly before 8 o' clock, the 
train slowed down. 

It was crossing a switch just before enter- 
ing the depot when the frog flew open under 
the mall car. That car was derailed, drag- 
ging the following passenger cars with it, 
and for a distance of 500 yards the coaches 
bumped over the ties. 

Slow Speed Averts Bad Wreck. 

Passengers were hurled from their seats 
and juggled about the coaches before the 
train came to a standstill. Only the fact that 
steam had been almost shut off just before 
the derailment prevented a serious accident. 

Secretary Taft and his party, who were 
traveling in the Pullman, escaped the worst 
of the shaking up, but the bumping of their 
car was sufficient to give all in the car a 
moment of terror. 

Almost before the car had stopped shaking 
the secretary of war was on his feet and mak- 


ing hig way forward to give assistance to the 
ane He found that no one had been seri- 
Vousiy hurt, but the passengers in the derailed 
coaches, who were picking themselves up 
from where they had been thrown, were 
badly scared. 
Wrecks Interfere with Schedule. 

Secretary Taft was due here at 5:30, but 
the wreck delayed him three hours, neces- 
sitating a change in the plans for his en- 
tertainment. An automobile tour of the

PACKAGE FOR CORTELYOU 
EXPLODES IN POSTOFFICE. 


Philadelphia Officials Think Affair Is 


a Joke—Steel Stamp Fires Percussion 
Cap in Cancellation. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 27.—The explosion 
of what appears to have been a large per- 
cussion cap in a package addressed to Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George B. Cortelyou 
created excitement in the Nicetown substa- 
tion of the Philadelphia postoffice today. 

The package, which was collected from a 
box in the northern section of the city, was 
received by Clerk Roberts, who says it was 
about 4 inches long by 2 inches wide and & 
inch thick. When he brought his steel can- 
cellation die down upon the stamp the pack- 
age exploded and was torn to pleces. Rob- 
erts was unhurt, The address was cut from 
a newspaper and pasted on the package. 

Chief Postal Inspector James B. Cortelyou, 
a brother of the secretary, is trying to solve 
the mystery surrounding the explosion, 
though most of the authorities think the 
package was mailed as a joke. There was 
not sufficient explosive matter in it to have 
done injury to any one. What was in the 
package aside from the explosive cap the 
officials will not say.

DIES IN THE DAIRY ROOM. 


| Receives Fatal Shock While at Work 


Cleaning a Chandelier. 


L. H. Carter, the son of Brig. Gen. W. H. 
Carter of Chicago, head of the department 
of the lakes of the United tSates army, was 
killed instantly last evening by a remarkable 
electric shock sustained in the dairy room of 
the University of Illinois at Champaign, 
where young Mr. Carter was a special stu- 
dent. 

The victim had been working during the 
summer months in the agricultural depart- 
ment of the university in order to get some 
practical experience. His summer term of 
work was almost.ended. His residence with 
his parents fa@gseveral years had been at 101 
Cass street, icago. 

It is said that Gen. Carter ist now in Wash 
ington, D. C., while Mrs. Carter is in Arizona. 
Efforts made. last night to get into com- 
munication with the victim’s parents were 
unsuccessful. 

Stone Dead When Found. 

Young Carter was stone dead when found. 
As is customary in industrial schooling, he 
had been set at the task of polishing and 
cleaning a combination electric and gas 
chandelier hanging from the ceiling of a 
room in the university dairy. 

He had been working at.it for some time 
when a piercing scream was heard by C. G. 
Potter, a fellow student-employe, who was 
busy in an adjoining room in the building. 

Potter rushed to the aid of the young man 
and found he had received a current of elec- 
tricity in hig body. 


Current Through His Body. 
Carter had been standing upon a small sta- 
tionary engine while reaching up to the chan- 
delier. The engine was fastened with bolts 
driven through the concrete floor and this 
completed the circuit. A ladder was leaning 
nearby, and when Potter rushed into the 
room . e lifeless body had fallen partly 
over against it, but the hands of the dead 
man were still clutched tightly over the chan- 
delier, which had been partly wrenched from 
its fastening in the ceiling. 
Daring possible electrocution Potter seized 
the body and it fell to the floor, thus break- 
ing the circuit.

There is now a total registration of 425,240 


greatly reduced by revision. Several thou- 
send of the names are duplications and will 
be erased. The new registratioff for the 
mayoralty election last spring was over 74,- 
000, and that of yesterday is not half of this 
numbgr, but, while the purposes of the regis- 
tration practically were alike, conditions 
were much different. 


Big List for Such an Election. 

For a special election for the adoption of 
a law a registration of over 82,000 is consid- 
ered large and indicative of a healthy in- 
terest in the question at issue. It is con- 
sidered a fair certainty that within the next 
three weeks the entire city can be set to 
thinking charter and talking charter. In 
widespread interest the friends of the act 
place their chief reliance. 

A few compérisons in the registration in 
the different wards show the difference be- 
tween republican and democratic methods. 
There is no democratic statesman in the 
First ward at present to lead the flock, Ald. 
Kenia being on the high seas or in foreign 
parts. Of his constituents, the same hold- 
ing the same relation to John Coughlin, 
only 783 considered it worth while. In the 
mayoralty registration 8,900 were written 
in the books. A heavy registration in the 
First ward costs money. Mr. Kenna is not 
interested, his seat in the council being safe.

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WHAT CHICAGO'S 


PROPOSED CHARTER MEANS 


* 


How Home Rule Will Permit the City to Govern Itself in, Strietly Local Affairs. 


‘ 


HE powers granted to the city are 
not confined to article V, but the 
charter is drawn throughout in a 
bro@i and liberal spirit. Scattered 

through the twenty-three- articles are 
numerous delegations of authority on the 
part of the state. The grant of police 
power in article IX is about as broad 
as it could well be made. This article 
provides that “the police power of the 
city shall extend to the prevention of 
crime, the preservation and promotion of 
local peace, safety, health, morals, order, 
and comfort, and to the prevention of 
fraud and extortion within the com- 
munity, by measures and reguiations, 
licensing, requirement of bonds, exam- 
ination, inspection, registration, restraint, 
and prohibition, as well as by establish- 
ment of municipal services.” 

The same article provides that the 
regulation by state law of a matter within 
the police power of the city shall not 
prevent the city council from prescrib- 
ing additional regulations not conflicting 
with the statute regarding the same mat- 
ter. Under this clause the city might, 
for example, institute a system of tene- 
ment house inspection far more elaborate 
and thoroughgoing than is now provided 
by the state law. 

The city is @so given broad powers 
for aid, relief, and correction, which are 
contained in article X. These cover 
practically the entire field of charities 
and correction, and enable the city to 
undertake work which has hitherto been 
either impossible or of somewhat douht- 


ful legality. 


eo 

Under the article on finance (article 
XI.), the city council is given power to 
appropriate money for corporate purposes, 
and the term “corporate purposes” is 
specifically defined as including “any le- 
gitimate object of municipal interest or 


‘activity not contrary to the provisions and 


limitations of this charter for which the 
legislature has power to authorize the 
expenditure of city funds or the exercise 
of the power of local. taxation.” 

Under the same article the council] fs 
also authorized to set apart any portion of 
the revenue of the city as a special fund 
or funds to be maintained for and de- 
voted to particular purposes, and it is 
provided that nioneys thus appropriated 
and set apart shall not lapse into the 
general fund at the end of the fiscal year, 
as would ordinarily be the case, unless 
specially transferred to the general fund 
by a two-thirds vote of all the members 
of the council.

Under the authority of this clause the 
council might, for example, set aside the 
city’s share of the profits of street rai!- 
way operations as a special fund for the 
construction of municipal subways or a 
municipal street railway system, or, if it 
deemed it desirable, the city might set 
apart a specified portion of the municipal 
income for educational purposes. In this 
way the object sought by those who de- 
sire a minimum tax rate for educational 
purposes might be attained without re- 
course to the state legislature. 3 

The licensing authority. of the city 
council) is also stated in broad terms. 


The charter provides (article XII., see- 


tion 8) that the city council shall have 
power to impose a license tax upon any 
trade or business carried on wholly or in 
part within the city limits. This article 
takes the place of the present enumera- 
tion of particular occupations which in 
1872 it was thought that the city might 
desire to license, but which a generation 
of rapid industrial development has dem- 
onstrated to be wholly inadequate. 


— 

The local improvement law, contained 
in article XV., introduces an element of 
flexibility into the special assessment sys- 
tem and enables the locality to control 
the details, while leaving the general 
principle to the state law. 

Furthermore, the power of the city over 
public utilities is greatly increased by the 
proposed charter. The city is authorized 
to acquire not only street railways, as at 
present, but also other intramural rail- 
ways, subways, and tunnels, telephone, 
telegraph, gas, electric light, heating, re- 
frigerating, and power plants. In short, 
the provisions of the Mueller law are ex- 
tended so as to cover all public utilities. 

In article XIX., which deals with the 
subject of education, it is provided that 
“the specification of the powers herein 
granted is not to be construed as exclu- 
sive, but the board of education shall ex- 
ercise all power that may be requisite 
or appropriate for the maintenance and 


fullest development of an efficient public ss 


school system.” 
nother important grant of power to 
the city is found in the authority con- 
ferred to carry on municipal services and 
the public works, either through contracts 
entered into for that purpose or by the 
city directly, by means of its own ma- 
terial and of its own labor (article VIII., 
section 20). 
It appears, then, that not only are broad 
powers conferred upon the city in article

V., but the spirit of the charter is liberal 
throughout, If by any chance the pro- 
visions of article V. should, either in 
whole or in part, be declared unconsti- 
tutional, there would still remain a con- 
siderable increase of municipal power in 
the various other articles the provisions 
of which have just been considered.

An objection is made, however, by the 


United Societies, because the grant of 
authority does not include powers asked 
for in regard to the 3 partieu- 

o praposi- 
tions embodying the United Societies’ 
proposition were introduced into the char- 
ter convention and were unanimously car- 
ried. These were drawn up in the form 
of separate bills and were duly presented 
to the legislative body. Their passage was 
strongly urged by the mayor of the city 
himself, but the legislative body rejected 
these proposed measures. That the pow- 
ers elsewhere conferred upon the city in 
the charter should be abandoned because 
of the failure to secure a passage of these 
particular measures does not seem to be 
a wise and statesmanlike course. 

It would be far better to accept the 
powers now offered and to trust to the 
future for the grant of the additional 
authority not now conferred. It has 
never been urged that the existing Sur- 
day closing law of the state of Illinois 
was enforced with undue severity. -As 4 
matter of fact, the law has been for a 
generation past a dead letter, and in 
practice the city enjoys a home rule upon 
this very subject. It seems scarcely 
credible that when the members of the 
United Societies have considered care- 
fully the charter and the large powers 
contained therein they will decide to re- 
ject the document as a whole because of 
the omission of a particular policy which 
the legislature was not willing at this 
time to indorse. 

On the whole, it will be found that the 
second great purpose of the charter move- 
ment—namely: to secure powers suitahle 
for a metropolitan city—has been fairly 
well carried out in the proposed charter. 
Not- all powers asked for and not all 
powers needed have been granted, but as 
compared with the village charter of 
1872 the powers conferred upon the city 
are broad and flexible. If liberally inter- 
preted by the courts, they should make 
it possible for the city of Chicago to leg- 
islate locally regarding its most impor- 
tant local needs. ,

Resolution of Faith in So-Called | 


Code Stirs ‘Convention. 


. | POSTPONED AFTER A STORM. 


i Too Much Insurance Legislation Ver- 


dict of Portland Meeting. 


Portiand, Me., Aug. 27.—A sensation was 
caused at the meeting of the American Bar 
association today when Henry S. Dewey of 
Boston introduced a resolution containing 
articles of faith in the unwritten. law.“ 
The resolution also demanded that the asso- 
ciation teach that every good statute is in 
harmony with the unwritten law.“ The 
resolution, which was indefinitely postponed, 
was as follows: ‘ 

“The American Bar association, in con- 
vention. assembied, declares the following 
articles of faith—namely: oy 

That the ever living God is the supreme 
judge of the world. 

That this association teaches that every 
good law is in harmony with the unwritten 
law, so-called. | 

“That the unwritten law, so-called, is the 
word of God. 

“That the real foundation of the common 
law of England, so-cali¢d, is the unwritten 
law, so-called, and that this unwritten law 


ig the real foundation of all good laws since 


the beginning of the world, the foundation 


ot common law, common sense, and common 


justice throughout the universe.” 
Starts a Legal Storm. 


‘Judge Dewey asked that the resolution 


be printed for further consideration at the 
session tomorrow. There were objections 
to this disposition of the resolution from 
all parts of the hall, and James O. Crosby 
of Iowa said the convention might as well 
formally adopt the Ten Commandments. 

George R. Peck of Illinols moved that 
the corisideration of the proposed resolu- 
tion be indetinitely postponed. which motion 
prevailed. é; 

The section of legal education aiso was 
agitated by the “unwritten” law theme 
when Roscoe Pound, dean of the College of 
Law of the University of Nebraska, spoke 
on the Need of a Sociological Jurispru- 
dence.”’ 

“The appeals of the so-called unwritten 
law,“ he said, are appeals from the clear 
and settled law to the individual feelings of 
the citizen. Much of this individual self-as- 
sertion against the law is due no doubt to 
the lack of a settled social standard of 
justice during a period of transition. Buta 
large part must be attributed to a wide- 
spread disrespect for law and to a general 
sentiment that unless the tndividual does 
so assert himself he or those in whom he 
feels an ‘interest will not be dealt with as 
justice requires.“ 


Too Many Insurance Laws. 

Too much regulation of the insurance 
companies of America was condemned in a 
report submitted by the committee on insur- 
ance law. The committee found as a result 
of its investigation extending over a year 
that much of the “ general, non-discriminat- 
ing distrust of insurance companies and 


their management which followed closely 


upon the heels of the insurance investigation 
was “unreasonable and unmerited, and due 
to the ignorance of the public respecting the 
principles upon which insurance is based and

“These are unique corporations,” iad 
Foster declared, organised for the sole 
benefit of their members and beneficiaries 
and not for profit. A careful reading of the 
fraternal benefit society act makes it plavh, 
we think, that no consolidation of such cor- 
porations was ever contemplated or author- 
med by the legislature. 

“As stated by the Supreme curt, cor- 
porations cannot be consolidated without ex- 
press sanction of the state, and if the power 
to consolidate is withheld it is regarded as a 
prohibition against the exercise of such 
power.’ 


Combine Unauthorized. | 

“There is no general statute ins Illinois 
authorizing the consolidation of such cor- 
porations. The courts of three states have 
already condemned wholesale’ transfers of 
3 similar to that of the case at

Judge Foster pointed out that the age limit 
of 60 years necessarily invalidates any mer- 
ger of fraternal societies. 

“It does not affirmatively appear in the 
case at bar,“ he said, “ that any of the trans- 
ferred members were over 60 years old, the 
limit prescribed in the act, but if such con- 
ditions are to be allowed there would be of 
necesslty some cases in which such n.

Commission Merchants Circulating Pe- 
tition to Roosevelt, 


The telegraphers made another effort yes- 
terday to call out enough more operators to 
give the wire strike a general aspect. Sev- 
éral thousand men in charge of small offices 
in towns and villages, who have been stick- 
ing to their keys, were appéaled to by Presl- 
dent Small to join the strike movement. 

President Small’s attempt to cripple the 
telegraph companies further by getting these 
men out was made through a letter which 
he addressed personally to 5,000 such oper- 
ators throughout the United States. 

While the telegraphers were trying to 
spread the strike, some of the business men 
on South Water street began the circulation 
of a petition which it is proposed to send 
to President Roosevelt, asking him to in- 
tervene in the strike. The commission mer- 
chante assert they are being injured finan- 
cially by the struggle. 


Petition to the President. 


The petition reade as follows: 

“To Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 
United States: We, the undersigned busi- 
ness men of South Water street, Chicago, on 
account of the great lose of business that we 
have suffered as the result of the lack of 
telegraph service, are compelled to petition 
you to intervene or take some other action 
that will bring about a settlement of the 
present difficulty between the Postal and 
Western Union Telegraph companies and 
their employés, thus preventing the continu- 
ance of the great loss that we are suffering. 

In President Small’s address to the small 
town operators he declared that the stub- 
bornness and unwillingness of the two great 
companies to acknowledge defeat made i 
necessary to epread the strike. 

Says Companies Are Tied Up. 

In part the appeal follows: 

We are on strike. Both companies are 
tied up im every center. Our members have 
responded almost without exception, and the 
telegraphers who were not enrolled have 
done nearly as well. You have grievances— 
long hours, inadequate wages, and, in many 
instances, no compensation for long hours 
of extra services. We are going towin. We 
intend to improve the condition of telegra- 
phere everywhere. We are going to fight for 
the manager and telegrapher in the small 
office. I now call upon you to come out with 
your fellows, and do all you can to make this 
struggle for our rights and for decent condi- 
tions a success.” 

, May Call Out All Key Men. 

New York, Aug. 27.—A proposab to call out 

all the telegraph operators employed by 
brokerage firms, regardless of whether these 
firms have signed the union scale or not, is 
the latest in the strike of the telegraphers. 
President Small today received a message 
from southern telegraphers urging that this 
step be taken.

FRENCH ROUT MOORS AGAIN 
IN FIGHT NEAR CASABLANCA. 


Reinforcements of Artillery Too Much 
for Tribesmen, Who Are Driven to 
Hille— Europeans Quit Fez. 


CASABLANCA, Aug. 27.—A sharp engage- 
thent between the French and the Moors 
took place yesterday afternoon about six 
miles from Gen. Drude’s camp. A recon- 
noitering party of Spahis came in touch with 
the enemy, who opened a heavy fire on the 
cavalrymen. The latter replied with effect, 
but retreated, under instructions, with the 
object of attracting the attention of the 
French commander to the Moors’ advance. 
Reinforcemertts with artillery were prompt- 
ly forwarded to the scene of the fighting and 
the Moorish force was driven back into the 
hills. 

The Moors began to form for another at- 
tack when about three miles away, buta few 
well directed shells quickly dispersed them. 
The Arabs suffered heavily from the shell 
fire during the fighting. The French suf- 
fered no loss,

From a Country Girl's Life. 

Is it always and only the girls in the great 
city who work? Do not we girls of the coun- 
try have our little problems? Goodness 
knows if 1 only had room I could show you 
that lots of times our lot is almost hopeless. 
Probably our biggest burden is our poor field 
of admirers. Deep down in every girl's heart 
is the longing to be admired and loved. But 
our country boys are so bashful, so—O, it is 
hard to say what—only they are not the 
princes we dream of. Good boys they are, 
and true as steel, but they cannot be the 
kings to set in the palaces, one of which every 
girl loves to picture as her own. Sometimes 
we girls of the country have our greatest 
Wish gratified—‘‘ To go to the city some day 
to live.” Let me tell you how this ambition 
was fulfilled in my case. 

Back in dear old Hoosier Indiana, just 
where the low, rolling hills, north of Lafay- 
ette merge into the green corn growing prai- 
ries, is @ little place called Norway by us 
natives. In Norway isa dairy farm and here 
I worked for five long, hard, happy years. __ 

Every morning there wae the same getting 
up so early—something that every woman 
or girl dreads—putting on the same clean, 
white clothes, then, after a half deluge in cold 
water, off to the big, damp cow stable where 
you put on that old drab cow smelling apron, 
and milk, milk, milk, But it is all forgotten 
as you and your four companions run to the 
house with the appetite of athletes and eat 
only as happy, healthy girls can. Then it is 
off to the milk house, cool and clean, where 
you skim and strain and separate and churn 
and mold, and then scrub and get ready to 
milk again. | 

But in spite of hard work and wet feet and 
the old cowy smell, it is a good, free life. 

It is too wonderful to say that I was good 
and sweet and full of bright color.
